With increasing con- 
sumption of chocolate in this country 
and profits accruing to foreign makers, 
American capital and enterprise  he- 
came interested, and a start was made 
to compete with foreign mpegs in do- 
mestic markets. 
While one or two American firms 
have been manypfacturing chocolate and 
cocoa products for nearly a century, 
the industry has only assumed large 
proportions during the last few years.

FREIGHT FOR ORIENT. 
BIG ADVANCE IN RATE. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-P.M.) 

PORTLAND (Or.) Oct. 7.—At a meet- 
ing of the freight bureau of the North 
Pacific Asiatic Steamship lines held in 
Seattle, the rate on flour from Port- 
land and Puget Sound ports has been 
raised from $3 to $5 per won. The rate 
on wheat and all other commodities has 
been raised in a corresponding ratio. 
The new tariff will go into effect on 
Nevember 1. 

The rate war which has prevailed for 
several months Was precipitated by th? 
China Commercial Company, operating 
frém San Francisco to the Ori- 
ent. The rate on flour to the Orient 
from San Francisco was cut to $1 per 
ton, but the northern lines never made 
a lower rate than $3 per ton. 

The determination 
rates, it is asserted, will have an im- 
portant bearing upon the local wheat 
market. Japanese importers took ad- 
vantage of the rate war to secure large 
quantities of flour, presumably for 
speculative purposes. All the mills in 
Oregon and Washington have been kept 
running to their full capacity to sup- 
ply the demand. Exporters who were 
anxious to send cargoes to Europe were 
unable to buy wheat ‘for export at the 
prevailing price and as a result there 
have been practically no ships char- 
tered to load for European ports.

ATTEMPT TO ARREST BURGLAR.

BURNS (Or.) Oct. 7.—In an attempt 
to arrest an escaped prisoner ,.named 
John Frost, alias Harry Egbert. want- 
ed in Douglas county for burglary, 
John G,.

There is 
littie doubt that an investigation: is 
Meeded, not only of the charges 
specifically referred to, but of the en- 
tire conduct of the Public Printing 
Office. It is btful, however, if azy 
committee which the Public Printer 
is empowered to appoint will be eom- 
petent to meke, or inclined to make, 
the thorough investigation whick ought 
te be made of this branch ef the 
Public service.

as messengers, doorkeepers, watch- 
men, etc.” This statement, it is ap- 


parent at a glance, is evasive—a mere. 


begging pf the question. There is no 
complaint because the government 
has not derived a revenue from the 
operations of the Government Print- 
ing Office—although, if all that has 
been said about excessive charges for 
work be true, the office ought, it 
would seem, to have returned a Jarge 
revenue, if honest returns of receipts 
and expenditures were made. It is 
not desired that--the Goverament 
, Printing Office shall return “profits” 
to the government, for that would be 
“simply taking money out of one 
pocket to put it into another. But it 
is desired—and demanded—by the 
people, that the work done for the 
government at the Government Print- 
ing Office shall be performed expe- 
ditiously and well, and at a cost little 
if any in excess of what the same 
work would cost if performed on pri- 
vate contract. Uniess this can be 
done, the Government Printing Office 
is needless burden on the taxpayers, 
in addition to being a place for the 
dispensation .of patronage by cheap 
politicians, at the expense of the gov- 
ernment. 

If it shall appear, after a thorough 
investigation, that the public printing 
could be. done far cheaper and more 


satisfactorily by private contract than 
it can be done in the Government 
Printing Office, unger existing condi- 
tions, there will be but two logical 
courses of procedure. .-One of these 
would be to abolish the Government 
Printing Office altogether, and the 
other’ would be to reform its manage- 
ment. It is apparent that if the 
government, as Public Printer Palmer 
declares, is charged only -eest prices 
for work done in the Government 
Printing Office, the cost of doing work 


greater than it ought to be. This will 
undoubtedly be found to be the case. 
before the investigation has. gone far. 
The union has steadily, and thus far 
successfully, resisted the introduction 
of labor-saving machinery, such as ali 
enterprising private employers have 
installed long ago. The result is that 
all work in the office is performed by 
antiquated methods, which up-to-date 
employers have long since discarded. 

Again, the typographical unionists 
who have wrongfully been allowed to 
dominate and monopolize the work of 
the Government Printing Office, have 
hedged about the work with so many 
unfair and foolish rules and restric- 
tions that the men perform, on an 
average, probably not more than half 
the amount of work that they ought 
to perform for the money they receive. 
Abuses are not allowed to go so far 
in private establishments; hence it is 
that work can be done in those es- 
tablishments for less money, while 
still affording a fair margin of prvfit 
to employers. 

It will probably be shown, upon in- 
vestigation, that the entire manage- 


Office is rotten, and that a thorough 
cleaning out of its abuses will resuit 
in a saving of many thousands of dol- 
lars to the government annually. We 
demand—tue people demand—thor- 
oughness and efficiency in all depart- 
of the government service. 
ere is no reason in the world why 
any exception should be made in the 
matter of the Government Printing 
Office. That institution ought to be 
the most complete printing establish- 
ment in the world, equipped with the 
very latest and best printing ma- 
jnery to be obtained anywhere. Its 
present condition of antiquity and in- 
efficiency is a disgrace to the coun- 
try, besides being a great and need- 
less expense. if Congress shall fail 
to vestigate and reform these grave 
abuses, it will fail of its manifest 
duty. 
TREET RAILWAYS IN GERMANY. 


There is so much discussion just 
now in Los Angeles in regard to 
street railroad franchises, and the 
terms under which they might, could 
or should be granted, that it is in- 
teresting to learn how they manage 
these things in a European city. 
Consul Warner of Leipzig recently 
made a report to the government on 
street railway conditions in that im- 
portant city of Saxony ‘<n Leipzig 
the franchise is for forty years, then 
the lines and rolling stock revert to 
the cify, except such as have been 
built within the preceding five years. 
Other property of the~ companies— 
power-houses, grounds and so forth— 
can be bought at the assessed valura- 
tion. On terms sOmewhat more fav- 
orable to the company the city may 
acquire the plant at the end of 
twenty years, or of any subsequent 
five-year period. The companies for- 
feit their rights if they discontinue 
rumning along any of their lines 
without municipal sanction. They 
lose them, too, if.they fail to com- 
ply with any ordinance wiihin a reas- 
onable time, or if the royal ministry 
should think it expedient. Stock- 
| holders are protected in such an even- 
tuality. The city must pay them the 
value of the plant, as determined by 
experts. Meantime, for the right to 
use the street the companies pay first 
2, 3, 4, and after fifteen years 5 per 
cent. of the gross receipts. They also 
pave them when tracks are laid, 
and repair them where their traffic 
causes wear and tear, and all this they 
do for a fare of a little less than half 
our customary five cents. Six tickets 
cost a little less than twelve cents, 
and commutation and school tickets 
are cheaper. Transfers are a matter 
of course, Postmen, telegraph and 
messenger boys are carried free. No- 
body is allowed.to stand inside the 
cars, and not many outside. The 
companies have paid dividends every 
year since their organization, rang- 
ing as high @s 8 per cent. i. 

What would. our street railroad 
companies think of such a deal as 
this? If, under such conditions. a 
dividend of 8 gper cent. can be paid, 
it certainly does look as if there must 
be some money in the business, even 
after allowing for lower wages in 
Europe. Nor is it easy to  under- 
stand how, according to a local street 
railroad official, it costs the company 
4% cents for every passenger it car- 
ries. Of course, this can easily be 
figured out, if interest is reckoned un 
largely watered stock.

OSEPH CHAMBERLAIN’S POLICY. 
The Glasgow speech of Joseph 


| Chamberlain certainly leaves no doubt 


as to the main features of the fiscal 
policy which he has mapped out. The 
principal feature of this policy is 
tariff protection, and Mr. Chamber- 
lain has “the courage of his con- 
victions.” He is not given to euphu- 
ism, but expresses his views in plain, 
straightforward language. 

The outspoken attitude of Messrs. 
Chamberlain, Balfour, and their sup- 
porters, in frankly declaring for an 
abandonment of the free trade policy 
by Great Britain, is commendable. 
This very frankness and audacity will 
be likely to help the cause advocated 
by Mr. Chamberiain, in the end, by 
provoking the fullest and freest pos- 
sible discussion of the whole question; 
for it appears that Mr. Chamberlain 
has considerably the best of the argu- 
ment, when the domain of facts and 


| figures is .called upon to yield its 


testimony. But the vigor with which 
Mr. Chamberlain insists upon the ad- 
vantages of tariff protection as a 
means of meeting existing conditions, 
must sirike the average Englishman, 
with his free-trade preconcep ions, 


with something Mke a shock. Ig will| 


be interesting to observe how far Mr. 
Chamberlain's newly announced pro- 
tection dogmas will be able to mak» 
headway against the postulates of 
Cobdenism, which have so long passed 
current in England as the gospel of 
economics. | 

Mr. Chamberlain has opened his 
“campaign of education” with much 
aggressiveness and eclat. He must put 
forward some arguments that his op- 
ponents will find rather hard to an- 
swer—if they attempt to do so. In 
his Glasgow speech, he showed that 
the export trade of Great Britain” has 
increased only 74% per cent. since 1872. 
whereas the population has increased 
30 per cent. during that period. Con- 
trasting this moderate increase of ex- 
ports with the enormous advances 
which protected countries—notably 
the United States and Germany— 
have made in international trade dur- 
ing the past thirty years, Mr. Cham- 
berlain pertinently agxed haw ELng- 
land “could expect ‘to support its 
growing population with its. trade 
practica:ily stagnant for tnirty years: 
Continuing, he said: 

“On the other hand, the” protecied 
countries which you save been told 
and 1 myself one time believed, were 
going rapidly to wreck and ruin, have 
progressed infinitely better in propor- 
tion than ourselves, and instead of, as 
Cobden believed, our remaining the 


workshop for the world, we are sending. 


less and less of our manufactures 
abroad, while the protected countries 
are sending more and more of their 
manufactures here. Thus ovr manu- 
factured exports from’ £116,900,000 in 
1872 have gradually dwind'ed to £73,- 
000.000 in 1902, to the protected coun- 
tries of Europe and the United States. 

“In the same proportion our exports 
to non-manufacturing countries like 
Egypt, China and South America h«ve 
practically remained unchanged. Our 
colonial trade in fact is the most rap- 
idiy increasing, important and valuable 
of all our trade. Meanwhile foreign 
exports tc the United Kingdom herve 
risen from £63,000,000 in 1876 to £142.- 
000,000 in 1902. I do not comment on 
that, but when I am told that we ought 
to hold the same opinions as our an- 
cestors I reply that we should if the 
circumstances required the same. 

“Have you ever considered why Can- 
ada takes a much larger amount 
of British manufactures than the 
United States, Australia thrice es 
much as Canada. and South Africa 
more than Australia? These are all 
protective countries. The vast ms%or- 
ity of the workmen in the colopies are 
protectionists, and [I am distectmen to 
accept the easy explanction that they 
are all fools. 

“Now, what fhe history of pro- 
tection? Fire?. there is tariff and no 
industries. Then gradually primary 
industries, Yor which the country has 
natural facilities, grow up behind the 
wall: then secondary industries 
spring up. first of necessaries, then of 
luxuries, unti! at last all the ground is 
covered. In the United States the proc- 
ess is completed. She produces every- 
thing and excludes everythine. There 
is no trade to be done with her for a 
paltry six shillings a head. 

“Caneda has been protective a long 
time. The principal industries are 
there, and you can never get rid of 
them, but the secondary industries 
have not vet heen crested, and there 
is still an immense trade onen to you 
to maintain and increave. Austra'esia 
is less develoned and takes more than 


Canada. In the Cape there are prac-. 


tically no Industries. We can Inter- 
vene now. but it is doubtfrl if we 
could intervene twenty years hence.” 

These are strong arguments, if not. 
wholly convincing from the free trade 
point of view. But they are calcn- 
‘ated to appeal more strongly to the 


‘British voter than to the colonies. 


The latter, if they read between the 


lines, cannot fail to note the apparent 


confession that the realization of the 
Chamberlain régime would tend to 


check colonial manufactures. What. 


else could be the meaning of the 
statement that “Canada has been pro- 
tective for a long time. The princi- 
pal industries are there, and you can 
never get rid of them;”’ also that “in 
the Cape there are practically no 
industries. We can intervene now, 
but it is doubtful if we could inter- 
vene twenty years hence?” Are not 
the Cape colonists likely to interpret 
the statement, “we can intervene

SOME VITAL STATISTICS. 


The September report of the Board 
of Health, prepared by Clerk W. H. 
McGill, has just been completed. It 
shows 193 deaths for the month as com- 
pared with 148 last year. The annual 
death rate on*this basis is 14.2 per 1000. 
There were forty deaths from tuber- 
culosis, three from typhoid fever and 
two from diphtheria. Two persons died 
from ptomaine poisoning and eight 
from pneumonia. Diseases of the brain

Of the 193 deaths rted, 29 were 
natives of the city, and 9 of the three 
Pacific Coast States outside of Los 
Angels city, leaving 155 from otner 
parts.

KERN COUNTY JUSTICE DEMANDS 
FEES OF SUPERVISORS.

Claims Law is Unconstitutional in 
Providing for Zownship Classification 
and Compensation Based on Popula- 
tion—Many Counties Affected. 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

BAKERSFIELD, Oct. {.—Justice of 
the Peace W. 3S. Millard of Bakers- 
field township today filed a claim with 
the WBvard of Supervisors for $405 for 
fees, which he now claims as ‘his just 
compensation for the discharge of his 
official duties, instead of the salary of 
$125 a month, which it is provided by 
law he shall receive. The case has been 
referred to the District Attorney, and 
will undoubtedly be carried into the 
courts. 

Justice Millard claims that the Coun- 
ty Government Act of 1897 is uncon- 
stitutional, in that tt provides for a 
classification of townships and bases 
the compensation of township officials 
on populaton. This provision is appli- 
cable to many countess in California, 
and should the contention of Justice 
Millard prevail it will be far reaching 
in its effect in that it wili do away 
with all salaries for township officers, 
gving them the fees provided by law.

WATER PLANT ABOUT READY. 

SAN PEDRO, Oct. 7.—The new dis- 
tributing: plant of the Seaside Water 
Company, said to be among the finest 
in this section, will be in operation by 
November 15, barring accidents. This 
announcement was made today by an 
Official of the company. 

The machinery, pumping plant and 
Wells, together with air connections, 
have been completed, and a test run ot 
the system developed a tow of 1,200,000 
gallons or water per day, which is in 
itself suiticient to supply a city of 800v 
inhabitants, allowing 150 galions’ per 
capita.

ished by November 1. | 

Today the officials of the Seaside 
company, together with a number of 
friends, visited San Pedro and inspect- 
ed the new waterworks system. The 
party was composed of Charlies R. 
Drake, H. VY. Carter, George I. Coch- 
rau, Frederick H. Rindge, A. J. Wal- 
la . C. Patterson, W. J. Williams, 
J. Drake and Frank Wallace, The 
party came down from Los Angeles 
via the Southern Pacific and was joined 
at Thenard Junction by Trustee James 
F. Martin, City Attorney Frank Karr 
and Charles Mason of San Pedro. After 
a careful examination of the s¥ystem. 
Cc. R. Drake, president of the Seaside 
company andthe others expressed 
themselves as highly pleased with the 
situation.

GOV. PARDEE AND MAYOR SNYDER 
TO ASSIST BLAZE.»

First District to Free Itself From an 
Indebtedness Incurred Under Wright 
Act—Barbecue, Fireworks and Speeches 
to be Features of Celebration. 


Gov. Pardee, on the afternoon of Oc- 
tober 17, at Tulare City, will quietly 


j draw from his pocket one of the good 


cigars which he always smokes, and 
Mght it with a $650,000 bond. Twenty 
thousand peopie will burst forth in one 
prolonged cheer as they watch the 
bonded indebtedness of the Tulare Ir- 
rigation District go up in smoke. The 
city will turn itself loose on a spree 
of jollification. 

In 1890 under the Wright Act, 40,000 
acres of land in Tulare and vicinity 
were bonded for $650,000, for the purpose 
of irrigation development. The heavy 
burden impoverished the country.

These bonds were held by parties alj 
over this country and Europe, but ne- 
gotiations were opened for a settle- 
ment, a compromise of $273,050 was 
agreed upon, a tax tevied and the 
amount raised within-the past six 
months. 

The Board of Trade of Tulare City 
was the prime mover iff this settle- 
ment, and now calis upon all of the in- 
habitants of California to come and 
help them celebrate. 

“We hope to have the biggest barbe- 
cue ever held on this Coast,” said P. F. 
Wood, who represents the Tulare Board 
of Trade in Los Angeles. “We have 
arranged with the railroad companies 
to give a one-fare rate for the round 
trip from any point in California. We 
will have eloquent speeches, a grand 
musical programme, gorgeous fireworks 
and a warmth of hospitality seldom of- 
fered by a town. We want the people 
to come and see us burn our debts up.”

general freight agent of the Santa Fe; 
J. H. Braly, J. B. Gist of the Central
